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FEC wage talks deadlocked

A wage negotiation deadlock at the 
largest contracting firm on Vandenberg 
Air Force Base threatens to wind up in a 
strike of 
some 300 Lompoc base 
employes as a June 24 settlement 
deadline nears. 
Some 
440 
m em bers 
of 
the 
International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers 
(IB E W ) 
employed 
with 
Federal Electric Corp. (FEC ) w ill walk 
off their jobs when wage agreements 
expire on this date if the company does 
not come up with a counter offer to the 
union’s opening wage proposal, union 
leaders say. About 75 per cent of these 
workers reside in Lompoc. 
At two sessions earlier this month, 
union leaders submitted original and 
revised opening proposals. Company 
negotiators have not submitted counter 
proposals but only asked the union to 
return with more revised opening 
proposals, say the union. This amounts 
to a refusal to bargain in good faith, say 
the labor leaders. 
“ We hopefully made it clear that 
we’re not writing any more opening 
proposals,’’ said Ray Sutton, chairman 
of the IBEW negotiating team. Without 
a counter proposal, he said, “ no matter 
how 
long 
we 
sit 
in 
there, 
the 
negotiations w ill be at an end. 


At a May 18 Grange Hall meeting in 
Lompoc, the FEC unit of the IBEW gave 
the negotiating committee the authority 
to call a strike. 
“ We 
know 
what 
the 
aerospace 
industry has settled for and we consider 
ourselves aerospace workers,” said 
IBEW business manager Rick Rontel. 
“ If we don’t come close to that, there’s 
no doubt in my mind there’s going to be 
a strike.’’ 
“ We’re negotiating with them; that’s 
about all I can say other than the fact 
that 
we’re 
talking 
to 
them, 
and 
listening,’’ said Art Heinrich, FEC 
community relations manager. “ To say 
anything 
other 
than 
that we 
are 
negotiating would be premature. 
Affected by a walkout would be 
operations and facility technicians, 
engineering 
support 
workers, 
air 
controllers and radar and telemetry 
technicians, said Sutton. 
As examples of wage disparities^ 
between FEC employes and other 
aerospace industry workers, Sutton 
quoted that a driver-messenger at 
maximum salary would make $3.70 per 
hour at FEC and $5.75 elsewhere. 
Maximum keypunch operator pay is 
$3.93 per hour at FEC but up to $6 
elsewhere on base, Sutton said. 
The union proposal, as it now stands, 
includes a $1.15 per hour across the

Voters to decide 


Exxon oil facility 


issue tomorrow

The long debated Exxon oil and gas 
plant issue comes before the county’s 
111,785 voters tomorrow in a ballot box 
finale county political sages say w ill be 
“ a real horse race.’’ 
The vote has been softpedaled by 
project backers as a local zoning matter 
concerning only the use of a rural county 
canyon. It has also been touted by 
Exxon-opponents as a referendum on 
channel oil development with statewide 
and nationwide significance. 
Proposition A, if passed, would uphold 
county ordinance 2686, passed 3-2 by the 
County Board of Supervisors this Feb. 
11. The measure rezones Las Flores 
Canyon, 20 miles west of Santa Barbara, 
for oil 
facility 
use, 
allowing the 
construction 
there of 
Exxon s $36 
million plant. 
The ordinance also applies 73 local 
regulations on Exxon’s operation of the 
plant. These would include monitoring 
and 
restrictions 
of 
odors, 
ground 
vibration, 
air pollution, 
noise 
and 
impact on the canyon environment. The 
73 restrictions would also be enacted if 
Proposition A passes. 
Exxon backers say the local controls 
w ill preserve the area’s present rural 
setting. Opponents doubt the controls 
would be fully enforced. 
If voters reject Proposition A, Exxon 
would not be able to site the processing 
plant in Las Flores Canyon, a mile and a 
quarter from the coast. The firm has 
been granted a permit from the U.S. 
Department of the Interior to operate a 


floating plant, a converted tanker, three 
to five miles offshore. Exxon says it will 
opt 
for 
the 
offshore 
alternative 
immediately if rebuffed in its inland 
plant bid tomorrow. 
Opponents say Exxon’s offshore plant 
and its entire offshore operation as well 
could be blocked by a federal law giving 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr., veto power 
over any “ deep water port.’’ A state 
authority 
says 
the 
law 
may 
be 
applicable 
to 
Exxon's 
offshore 
alternative. Two federal authorities 
flatly deny this. Only a federal court 
could make a final decision. If denied 
both onshore and offshore processing 
plants, Exxon’s channel development 
would be set back, if not blocked 
entirely. 
A 
federal 
environmental 
impact 
report has concluded that there would be 
little damage done to the canyon 
environment and that the likelihood of 
either an earthquake-induced major oil 
blowout or a 1969-vintage blowout is 
very small 
The report also said that minor oil 
spills can be expected and calculated 
that a 25 barrel per year spill rate would 
be about average at Exxon’s near shore 
marine terminal. This terminal, a single 
oil loading buoy, would be installed 3,600 
feet offshore if the inland plant is 
approved. If the plant is rejected, 
tankers would take on oil from the 
floating plant over three miles offshore.

on Prosposition A. Atlantic Richfield 
Co. 
(A RC O ), 
which 
proposition 
opponents say w ill seek permission to 
build a sim iliar onshore oil facility if 
Exxon 
wins 
tomorrow’s vote, 
has 
reported a $28,000 expenditure for 
advertising the firm said was tied to 
Exxon’s campaign. The Stop Exxon 
Here Committee reported 
spending 
$8,000 of a contributed $21,000 by the 
intermediate May 17 filing deadline. 
Voting hours w ill be from 7 a.m. until 
8 p.m. at 13 polling places in Lompoc, 
Mission Hills, Vandenberg Village and 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
In Lompoc, Proposition A w ill be the 
only item on the ballot. But in all other 
areas 
of 
the 
county, 
the 
Exxon 
referendum proposition w ill share local 
ballots with school district tax issues. 
What this portends for voter turnout is 
not clear. 
The Exxon issue is on the ballot 
because of a petition campaign that took 
place after the supervisors’ Feb. 11 pro- 
Exxon 
vote. 
Some 
22,600 
protest 
signatures were collected. By state law, 
this number of voter signatures was 
enough to call for either a rescinding of 
the action or a referendum election. The 
board chose to combine a referendum 
election on the Exxon plant with next 
Tuesday’s school tax issue elections 
Polling place locations have been 
mailed to registered voters along with 
arguments 
and 
rebuttals 
from 
supporters and opponents of the plant 
Those who forget where their polling 
place is may call the county Clerk’s

board increase for all employes, a 10 
cents per hour per 60 days seniority step 
raise system, automatic cost of living 
raises based on the consumer price 
index and $40 in special area allowance 
per week for employes at P illa r Pt. and 
Big Sur, where living costs are higher. 


At a weekend bargaining session, 
Rontel lowered the across-the-board 
demand from $1.15 to 90 cents. The 
company answered that they didn’t 
know whether they would be able to 
come back with a counter proposal or 
not, Sutton reported. 


According 
to 
Sutton, 
Rontel’s 
lowering of this demand figure was a 
unilateral 
action, 
made 
without 
membership approval. This, he said, 
could 
further 
solidify 
the 
local 
membership’s stand when they learn of 
it at a local union meeting slated for 
tomorrow night. Another union-FEC 
bargaining session was also scheduled 
for 10 a.m. today. 


“ FEC says they’re absolutely not 
going to talk about an across-the-board 
hourly raise,’’ Sutton said, adding this 
could be another deadlock issue. 
At issue in the negotiations is not a 
new FEC three year contract, but a 
wage reopener after two years, provided 
in the main contract when it was signed 
in 1973.

tribute to America’s war dead on 
Memorial Day, President Ford said 
today that “ as long as there are 
lawbreakers in the world, we must have 
the strength and the resolve to stand up 
for what is right.’’ 
“ It is the price we have always paid 
for being free,’’ he said in remarks 
prepared for ceremonies at Arlington 
National Cemetery where he planned to 
place a traditional wreath on the Tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier. 
“ It is the price we must be willing to 
pay in the future.’’ 
Earlier, Ford scheduled a meeting 
with his Economic Policy Board, headed 
by Treasury Secretary W illiam Simon, 
to discuss U.S. international economic 
policy in preparation for the President’s 
trip to Europe Wednesday. He planned 
to meet later with Attorney General 
Edward 
Levi 
to 
review 
Justice 
Department matters. 
The Arlington service was his only 
scheduled public appearance of the day. 
In 
an 
apparent 
reference 
to 
Americans who died in the Mayaguez 
incident, Ford said: “ So, today, we pay 
tribute not only to a wartime dead, but 
to those who made the same sacrifice in 
keeping the peace. They have proven 
that the quality of heroism —of love of 
country and willingness to serve in time 
of troubles — beats just as strong in 
American hearts today as ever. 


Strong earthquake 
reported in Atlantic 


LISBON (U P I) — A very strong 
earthquake was reported today in the 
Atlantic 
between 
the 
Azores 
and 
Portugal, The temblor sent panicky 
residents into the streets in the Madeira 
and Canary Islands and rocked Lisbon 
for a full minute, but no major damage 
was reported. 
The Uppsala Seismological Institute in 
Sweden warned of the possibility of tidal 
waves hitting the Portuguese and North 
African coasts. The Portuguese Navy 
said there was no tidal wave alert but 
said coastal shipping would be warned 
as a precautionary measure. 
Both 
the 
navy 
and 
the 
naval 
headquarters of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO» said they 
had only sketchy information on the 
quake, not enough yet to be cause for 
alarm 
Reports from the Madeira Islands, 500 
miles southwest of Lisbon and near the 
center of the quake, said residents fled 
their homes and offices when the tremor 
hit with a rumble. Roofs of some older 
homes 
collapsed 
but 
no one was 
reported hurt. 


of Lebanon resigns

Lebanon’s first m ilitary government in 
32 years of independence resigned today, 
plunging the country into a new political 
crisis over the running battle between 
Palestinian guerrillas and right-wing 
Nationalists. 
Heavy small arms fire and occasional 
mortar 
bursts 
erupted 
in 
several 
sections of the capital following the 
announcement. Witnesses said most of it 
appeared to be firing into the air by 
leftist and Moslem groups celebrating 
the government’s resignation. 
Prem ier Nureddin Rifai, after a 
meeting of his eight-man cabinet, told 
newsmen “ We have agreed to submit 
our resignation to President Suleiman 
Franjieh” barely 48 hours after the 
government was formed in an attempt 
to halt the civil strife. 
The cabinet’ seven generals and one 
civilian met for one hour in emergency 
session in the face of demands from all 
sides to quit office. 


Franjieh, in a surprise move Friday, 
appointed the 76-yearold Rifai as Prime 
Minister with a smaller than usual 
cabinet in an attempt to restore law and 
order to Lebanon. 
The country has been racked by civil 
strike since April when fighting erupted 
between Palestinian guerrillas and the 
Phalangist nationalists in a battle that 
killed 150 persons and wounded another 
350 A further outbreak in the past week 
left 67 dead and 200 wounded 
Joint army-Palestinian patrols began 
policing the ceasefire agreement, and nc 
major violations of the agreement had 
occurred by early afternoon today. 
But opposition from leftist Moslem 
leaders and from leftwing politicians tc 
the m ilitary government mounted over 
the weekend. 
When the Grand Mufti of the Sunni 
Moslems in Lebanon, Sheikh Hassan 
Khaled, ordered Rifai to quit his post, 
the end of the government was virtually 
certain. 
Marxist guerrillas demand 
$500,000 ransom for students 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania (U PI > - 
Tanzania said today Marxist guerrillas 
holding three students hostage have 
demanded $500,000 ransom, arms and 
ammunition and the release of two 
political detainees in exchange for the 
students’ lives. 
“ Tanzania has firm ly rejected all the 
demands,” spokesman Ben Mkapa said 
following an emergency cabinet meeting 
to discuss the situation. Now we must 
wait.” 
Mkapa said the guerrillas, from the 
Marxist Popular Revolutionary Party m 
neighboring Zaire, had listed three 
demands in a series of letters they wrote 
to Nyerere and American authorities 
The demands were transmitted by 
Barbara Smuts of Ann Arbor, Mich., 
who was kidnaped but released this 
weekend by the guerrillas so they could 
make their demands public 
The guerrillas are stUl holding two 
Americans. Carrie Jane Hunter, 21, of 
Atherton, and Kenneth Smith. 22, of 
Garden Grove, and a Dutch girl, Em ilie 
Bergman, 
a 
Dutch 
administrative 
assistant at the wildlife reserve where 
they were kidnaped eight days ago. 
The spokesman said the guerrillas 
asked for a ransom of $500,000, “ large 
numbers of arms and ammunition 
including rifles and cannons” and the 
release from Tanzanian jails of two of 
their 
leaders identified as Gabriel 
Yumbu and S. Kilinda 
The spokesman said Kilmda had 
already been released in a general 
amnesty several weeks ago but was 


rearrested following receipt of the 
guerrilla demands Sunday. 
“ The kidnapers have given a 60-day 
deadline,” Mkapa said But he said the 
Tanzanian decision was “ final and will 
not be changed ” 
He said the guerrillas had made clear 
in their letters that the lives of the 
students depended on the response of the 
Tanzanian government. 


U.S. Ambassador W Beverly Carter 
said earlier today the lives of the two 
Americans and Dutch woman were still 
in jeopardy.

sources stated 
ARCO’s expansion project, if 
carried out. would allow the 
company to process additional 
supplies of oil and gas from 17 
wells 
programmed 
off 
Platform Holly to the South 
Ellwood oil complex 
The facility was designed, 
according to ARCO officials, 
to assist with treatment of sour 
gas and to make the oil and gas 
marketable 
for 
commercial 
distribution 
County officials said when an 
operation is slated to cause 
pollution of 
25 tons of a 
pollutant 
such 
as 
sulfur 
dioxide, the project goes into a 
review 
stage 
by 
the 
Air 
Pollution 
Control 
District, 
prior to approval for authority 
to construct 
Approval 
to construct 
is 
withheld 
by 
the 
district 
whenever it is found that such a 
volume of additional pollutants 
adversely affects the ambient 
air quality of the area 
The same rule will apply to 
any processing plant built by 
Exxon Corp 
in Las Flores

Preliminary findings indicate 
the Exxon plant could cause 
emissions of 70 tons or more of 
the same pollutant, per year. 
County supervisors last Oct

environmental 
impact report was needed 
The A D Little Co of San 
Francisco was engaged by the 
county to draw up such a report 
at a cost of up to $117,000 by 
ARCO. utilizing county and

guidelines 


The State Lands Commission 
earlier this month lifted a 
suspension on the drilling of the 
17 new ARCO wells, under 
threat of legal action by the 
company which operates the 
platform m partnership with 
Mobil Oil Corp. 


Platform Holly. 2.5 miles off 
Goleta. now produces 4.000 
barrels of oil and 2.800 cubic 
feet of gas per day from 13 
existing wells. The 17 new 
wells, it is estimated, could 
produce about 20.000 barrels of 
oil per day.

County employes, including a 
large clerical force, defied a 
return to work order Friday 
issued by a Superior Court 
judge, and carried through on a 
two-day

stoppage

planned Friday night without 
any 
citations 
issued 
for 
contempt of court 
Leonard 
Roders, 
Service 
Employes International Union 
iSEIU > 
official, 
hailed the 
work halt — in protest against 
county management failure to 
offer more than a two per cent 
pay boost — as a huge success. 
But county officials, who had 
obtained 
a 
temporary 
restraining order against the 
AFL-CIO affiliated union in an 
effort to break up the picketing 
and work halt, claimed the 
disruption of county welfare, 
probation, mental health and 
hospital services could have 
irritated the general public 
more than the union realized 
County 
Administrative 
Officer Raymond D. Johnson 
said Friday there was no plan 
to cause arrest of pickets who 
returned 
to 
the 
County 
Adm inistration 
Building 
entrances and appeared at

Skylab crew holds the 84-day 
space endurance record 
Radio Moscow did not say

“On May 26, the cosmonauts 


boarded the Salyut 4 space 
station, which has been operat­ 
ing under automatic system s 
since Feb. 9,“ the radio said.

The 
cylindrical,

tioned station is equipped with 
large solar panels that au­

Mansfield said, however, the 
U.S. should reject any tempta­ 
tion to retreat into isolationism 
in the post-Vietnam era 
Future policy, according to 
the Montana Democrat, should 
be aimed at assuring world 
stability through the mutual 
efforts of nations —including 
Communist 
nations 
—rather 
than 
by 
American 
military 
power. 
M ansfield 
outlined 
his 
thoughts on the future of U.S. 
foreign policy in an address 
prepared for the Georgetown 
University Law School com­ 
mencement Sunday night and a 
Public Service Television inter­ 
view to be aired Monday night. 
America’s first line of de­ 
fense in Asia, he said in the 
PBS interview, should not be 
the mainland but “ the island 
chain off the Asia mainland” — 
presumably Japan 
He said the United States 
would have to defend Korea, 
however, 
because of treaty 
commitments and its troops 


stationed there. 
Mansfield said he hopes the 
U.S. will make arrangments to 
reduce or 
remove the 40,000 
American 
troops in 
South 
Korea over a period of time “ so 
that we would not be bound 
th r o u g h 
th e u se 
of 
approximately 
two divisions 
stationed in Korea to the future 
of that country.” 
At Georgetown, 
Mansfield 
emphasized 
he 
does

en d orse 
a 
p ost-V ietn am 
isolationist policy He said “ it 
is possible to withdraw from 
Indochina 
without 
seceding 
from the world.” 
He said it would be ‘ a step 
backward if we were to veer 
from what became an exces­ 
sive, 
one 
might 
say, 
an 
obsessive international involve­ 
ment 
to 
an 
extrem e 
of 
disinvolvement. 
“That 
danger 
has 
been 
intensified, it seem s to me, not 
only 
in the post Indochina 
atmosphere of disillusionment, 
but because we are in the midst 
of a serious economic situation 
at home.” 
Mansfield, also advocating a 
reduction of U.S. troops in 
Europe,

possible to pull out militarily

Mansfield

American diplomacy... aimed

ings and less on the unilateral 
commitment of the military 
power...” 


As an example, Mansfield 
said, such an agreement in the 
Far Pacific would involve the 
United States, Japan, China.

MODESTO (UPI) — At a time when track and field 
promoters, the lifeline of the sport, are in a financial swim, 
the Amateur Athletic Union should be lending a hand instead 
of demanding more 
“I used to be a strong AAU man,” says Tom Moore, whose 
Cal Relays here this past Saturday were lucky to break even 
despite a sellout crowd of nearly 9,000 “ But not any more. If 
things keep up the way they are now, I’m going to look for a 
new deal. I might even consider putting on a pro show here 
instead of the Relays.” 
Moore ran into problems with the AAU this year while 
trying to line up foreign stars for his meet. Dutch 
Warmerdam, who puts on the West Coast Relays in Fresno, 
tripped over the same stumbling block, while Al Franken, who 
promotes shows in Los Angeles, Gil Bishop, who has played 
host to numerous events in Bakersfield over the years 
including the AAU Championships three times, and Dave 
Maggard, the University of California athletic director who 


helped launch the highly successful Kennedy Games, simply 
quit. 
Of course, the AAU is not entirely to blame for the current 
track and field financial crunch. Costs to bring athletes to 
major meets have doubled and tripled while television has 
moved on to other sports. Where the AAU hasn’t helped, 
though, is by making it harder all the time for promoters to 
invite foreign stars, without whom they feel their meets will 
not succeed. 


Moore talked about the problem during the weekend. 
“The AAU was especially tough on Australians,” said 
Moore. “I had half a dozen athletes lined up and ready to come 
and then the AAU stepped in with all sorts of stumbling 
blocks. In the end I said ‘to hell with it.’ I think it’s the fans in 
the end who are the losers. If this sort of thing persists, I’m 
going to pull out the way Franken, Bishop and Maggard did. I 
don’t need this kind of a headache.” 


Catfish story: 
how Vertlleb 
helped Warriors

OAKLAND, Calif. - (NEA) - The 
late Lou Mohs, a crusty 
basketball 
executive who first raised the Los 
Angeles Lakers to championship status, 
once prescribed to Franklin Mieuli, the 
elfin 
owner of 
the 
Golden 
State 
Warriors, the formula for winning 


“Go out,” advised Lou. ’’and get 
yourself a catfish '” 
“A catfish?" asked Franklin. "Whatta 
ya mean?" 


And Mohs related the story of his 
father who went fishing with an old 
crony for 26 years. They used the same 
type of bait and tackle, but for 26 years 
the other guy always caught more than 
Mohs' pere 
"Finally,” said Mohs, "Dad asked his 
buddy what he was doing different to 
catch more fish. And the guy pointed to 
his bait box He lifted the cover and 
there in among the minnows they used 
for bait he had a big ugly catfish. That 
catfish made the minnows move lively 
for survival ” 
A year ago at this time, after the 
complacent 
Warriors had 
blown a 
chance at the NBA playoffs by losing six 
of seven games in the last eight days of 
the season, Mieuli announced. "Things 
are going to be different around here — 
I'm going to go out and hire a ’catfish.” ’ 
Within a couple of months, Dick 
Vertlieb, 
a 
stockbroker from 
Los 
Angeles who had helped organize the 
Seattle SuperSonics, was made the 
general manager of the Warriors and 
Mieuli retired into his scraggly beard. 


Now. amazingly, for the first time 
since 1967, the Golden State Warriors 
found 
themselves 
in 
the 
NBA 
championship finals. 
They did it without a dependable 
playmaker to guide them from the 
backcourt; 
with 
two 
non-shooting 
centers who’d have trouble playing 
regular for any other team in the NBA; 
with a 36-year-old free agent as their 
chief spare part in the front court; with 
Rick Barry as their only authentic star 
and with bodies that didn’t match up 
individually to any other teams in the 
playoffs. 
They did it because Vertlieb, the 
“catfish” dredge up by Mieuli, was 
prehensile and gutty enough to get rid of 
an aging minnow, Nate Thurmond, who 
was costing the Warriors a quarter of a 
million a year. He also signed the top 
draft choice, Keith Wilkes of UCLA, 
which was especially significant since 
Rick Barry, who came along in 1965, is 
the only other Warriors’ No. 1 pick on 
the roster and he had the prescience to 
follow Coach Al Attles’ advice: in mid­ 
season he picked up a 36-year-old free 
agent, Bill Bridges, with bulging knees. 
For Thurmond, they got Clifford Ray, 
who will never make an all-pro team but 
always gives 100 per cent under the 
boards. Wilkes, called Silk for his 
moothness, became the NBA rookie of 
the year. And Bridges, in key games, 
made vital rebounding and defensive 
contributions. 
To allay any misimpression, except 
for a graying Fu Manchu mustache that 


dangles down both sides of his mouth, 
Vertlieb has no real or figurative 
resemblance to the voracious catfish. 
He is, like his team, a most unlikely 
choice for basketball success because at 
the time Mieuli found him he was settled 
in Seattle as an investment broker. 
Possibly excepting the Baltimore 
Bullets of 1971 or the Minneapolis 
Lakers of 1959, there has never been a 
less impressive squad in an NBA 
championship 
finals 
than 
these 
Warriors. Its destiny is wrapped around 
one man, Barry, playing the best 
basketball of his 10-year career, and yet 
when he faltered with a horrible burst of 
shooting in the conference finale against 
the Chicago Bulls, young Wilkes picked 
up the leadership baton. 
TTiey played more men than any other 
NBA leaders, adroitly juggled by Attles. 
Jeff Mullins, a 33-year-old veteran in 
the backcourt, said, “We just went out 
and played basketball. We haven’t 
dominated people. We just kept beating 
them.” 
“No,” confessed Bill Bridges, who 
was signed just 15 minutes before the 
deadline for roster changes in late 
February, “I didn’t think I was joining a 
championship team. But we’re like 
Cinderella. You never know when 12 
o’clock comes.” 
“We weren’t supposed to be thinking 
playoffs,” admitted Attles, the first full­ 
time black coach in the NBA. “But I’ll 
say this — the team representing the 
Western Conference was the best team 
in the Western Conference this year. ”

him.. . who was he?’ 
“That made me think,” Lolich continues. “I 
though 
I d 
never done 
anything to be 
remembered by but 1 didn’t want that to happen 
to me. I just hoped I’d someday do something 
that would make people at least say, ‘Mickey 
Lolich, yeah, I remember him.’” 
Well, Lolich has since written his name into 
the baseball record book with three World 
Series victories in one classic, a couple of 20- 
victory seasons and one in which he struck out 
more than 300 batters. 
He long since hasn’t had to worry about being 
forgotten but Sunday he achieved another line in 
the record book when he beat the Chicago White 
Sox 4-1 for the 200th victory of his career. It’s 
not exactly a ticket to the Hall of Fame in 
Cooperstown, N.Y., but it’s another reason why 
Lolich will always be an important part of 
Detroit baseball history. 
Lolich scattered seven hits before the first 
game of the scheduled doubleheader was rained 
out in the eighth inning raising his season mark 
to 5-3. He is bouncing back from a 16-21 record 
in 1974 which made some experts feel he had 
lost his touch as a star pitcher.

The Golden State Warriors have proved the 
experts wrong, and now a few of their buddies, 
the San Francisco Giants, are getting similar 
ideas. 
The Warriors, not very highly regarded at the 
start of the season, wrapped up the National 
Basketball Association’s championship Sunday 
by beating the Washington Bullets in four 
straight games and it left at least one member 
of the Giants wondering if lightning couldn’t 
strike twice. 
The Giants, picked to finish no higher than 
fifth in the National League West in most 
preseason polls, won their seventh game in a 
row Sunday by defeating the Chicago Cubs 9-7 
and are now only four games out of first place.

Memorial Day 


Memorial Day has always 
been a bittersweet holiday in 
America. But it is especially 
sad when the occasion for 
special remembrance of those 
who have fallen in the nation s 
wars becomes a matter of 
what 
is convenient 
— or 
p ro fita b le 
— 
for 
the 
commercial community. 


Persuaded by those who 
said that it made more sense 
to have a three-day weekend 
every year rather than have a 
holiday fall in the middle of 
the week, as it sometimes did, 
Congress several years ago 
changed Memorial Day from 
May 30 to the last Monday in 
the month. It also moved 
Veterans or Armistice Day 
from Nov. 
11 to the last 
Monday in October for the 
same reason, as well as to put 
more distance between it and 
Thanksgiving. 


Not all of the states fell in 
line with the change; a few 


have continued to observe the 
traditional 
dates. 
Some 
Southern states have always 
o b s e r v e d 
C o n f e d e r a t e 
Memorial Day on different 
days in April and May. 


If 
a 
lobbying 
campaign 
being conducted chiefly by 
former 
s e r v i c e m e n 
is 
successful, Veterans Day will 
once again be redesignated as 
Nov. 11. The U.S. Senate has 
already so acted. Other bills 
have 
been 
introduced 
in 
Congress to move Memorial 
Day back to its original spot 
on the calendar. 


Opposing this is another 
lobby, made up of numerous 
c o r p o r a t i o n s , 
t r a d e 
associations involved in the 
travel business and unions, 
which argues that three-day 
holiday 
weekends 
promote 
spending by the public, profits 
for industry, jobs for people 
and better worker efficiency. 
In the midst of it all, we 


seem to have forgotten what a 
day like Memorial Day is 
supposed to be about. 
Perhaps 
Americans 
no 
longer want to be reminded of 
the 
sacrifices 
of 
their 
wartime dead, especially this 
year when the loss of more 
than 
56,000 
of 
them 
in 
Vietnam is so fresh in mind 
and seems to have been so 
unnecessary and so useless. 
We happen not to believe it. 
We believe that certain things 
are 
more 
important 
to 
A m e r i c a n s 
t han 
the 
recreational 
or 
money­ 
making opportunities afforded 
by a three-day weekend and 
that if they were asked, the 
majority of them would vote 
to put the holiday back where 
it 
was 
for 
more 
than 
a 
century. 
As it is now, Memorial Day 
is 
just 
another 
Monday, 
different only because most of 
us don’t have to get up to go to 
work.

The island vote 


A unique special election will take 
place tomorrow on the Santa Barbara 
Channel Islands The rest of the county's 
111.785 voters that date will decide on a 
realm of school taxation issues and the 
controversial Exxon inland oil facility 
question Channel Islanders will vote on 
the Exxon matter too but will also cast 
ballots on a special issue all their own. 
What 
makes 
this 
special vote a curio­ 
sity is that there are 
only three registered 
voters on the Channel 
Islands 
It all harkens back 
to what the patron 
Saint of 
scribblers, 
H.L. Mencken, once 
said of our govern­ 
mental 
institutions. 
Mencken said he did 
not believe in demo­ 
cracy but he was per- 
fecUy willing to con­ 
cede that it provides 
th e 
only 
re a lly 
amusing 
form 
of 
g o v ernm ent 
ever 
endured by mankind. 
The story goes this way: 
For some time now a state law has 
been on the books requiring that every 
square inch of California be included in 
a junior college district. Up until now, 
the Channel Islands have not belonged to 
one. 
This is what the special election is 
about. Island voters tomorrow will vote 
to belong to either the Allan Hancock 
Junior College District, 
the Santa 
Barbara Community College District or 
no district at all. Computerized vote 


counting machines won’t be required. 
It looks like they’ll vote for no district 
all all. If they do, the decision will be 
made by the Board of Governors of the 
California Community Colleges, a panel 
with more members than the entire 
voting populace of the offshore area. A 
decision has to be made by this July. 
At first, says county election official 
Bob Kirkpatrick, it was thought that 
there were only two registered voters on 
the islands. Then a discovery was made 
that boosted the voter rolls by a hefty 50 
per cent — another voter was found on 
another island, Arnold Wallace, who 
lives on Santa Rosa Island. Henry 
Duffield and Carey Stanton live on Santa 
Cruz Island. One owns a cattle ranch 
there and the other is his cow hand. 
There are no children on the islands, or 
any recent high school graduates. San 
Miguel Island is also included in the 
issue. 
Just because there are only three 
people to vote on the matter doesn’t 
mean election preparations have been 
any smoother than normal. Public 
hearings had to be scheduled. Notices 
about the island election had to be 
published in the Santa Barbara Nes 
Press, as required by law, even though 
there is no front porch delivery there A 
bulky voter information pamphlet had to 
be printed at county expense to inform 
the trio of what they were votin^about. 
“You can’t imagine what we’ve gone 
through,” Kirkpatrick sighed Friday. 
“They’re holding a public hearing out 
there today — at the foot of a pier " 
Kirkpatrick said he didn’t know if 
anyone would show up. 
It won’t take a Harris poll to predict 
the results. Two of the men volunteered 
Berry’s World

argument against joining either of the 
districts. They probably just wanted to 
make it unanimous. 
The question isn’t on the islands ballot 
for nothing. Most of the thousands of 
acres of property on the three islands is 
privately owned. Its total assessed 
valuation is $1,207,000. Belonging to a 
community college district will mean 
that the island property owners will 
have to pay taxes into a district 
treasury. If the property is given to 
Hancock, it will mean a cash shot of 
over $6,000 yearly into that district’s 
coffers. The Hancock district's tax is 51 
cents per $100 assessed valuation. 
The 
Santa 
Barbara 
Community 
College District tax is steeper — about 
85 cents per $100. Belonging to this 
district would cost island property 
owners over $10,000 per year in district 
taxes. 
Little wonder then that two-thirds of 
the voters are up in arms. But that 
might not be all. Other school districts 
are hungry for operating money too. The 
islands do not belong to either a unified 
school district or to a high school 
district. 
Some 
observers 
say 
it’s 
possible that other school officials will 
find 
the 
junior 
college 
districts 
example hard not to emulate. Forcing 
the islands into other school districts 
would mean more tax bonanzas. And it 
could be that if the islands are moored to 
other mainland school districts, these 
districts might be chosen from within 
the broader junior college district 
chosen as a result of next Tuesday’s 
mini-election. 
Or, the tax cash for smaller school 
districts could be divided. The Lompoc 
Unified School District is within the 
Allan Hancock Junior College District. 
So it’s not impossible that the Lompoc 
district might some day draw cash 
benefits from what has to be one of the 
most bizarre elections in county annals.

bad news. Mr. Peter 
Drucker wrote in a 
recent book that the 
only thing a govern­ 
ment can 
do successfully is inflate the currency 
and make war. We had begun to doubt 
that it could even do the latter. But 
President Ford gambled — and he won. 
But he was very, very lucky. The 
marines might easily have landed on 
that little island only to find the 
American crew departed, destination 
unknown. If the FBI cannot find Patricia 
Hearst in our own country, it is unlikely 
that we could have found the thirty-nine 
crewmen 
in 
Cambodia, 
a 
hostile 
totalitarian country whose leaders have 
been acting not only as Communists, but 
like the tribe that lost its head. 


What, then, would we have done? 
What can one do to Cambodia? You 
could, without too much trouble, close 
down the port of Sihanoukville: we did 
that once. But this would have been at 
once a major international provocation 
with a long long fuse, and a minor 
inconvenience for a country that could 
easily have been provisioned by its 
friendly 
neighbor, 
North 
Vietnam 
together 
with 
its 
satellite, 
South 
Vietnam. 
Would we then have started mass 
bombing? Of what? There are a few 
airfields we could have dumped on, but 
there 
isn’t, 
in 
Cam bodia, 
that 
concentration of military fortifications 
that is specially vulnerable to our B-52s; 
besides which, action on such a scale 
would have required consultation with 
Congress, and before long, ambiguity 
would have set in — such ambiguity as 


surrounded the Pueblo incident and 
paralyzed Lyndon Johnson. And that 
was back before we repealed the 
Imperial Presidency. 
The only way, then, to keep our ships 
from being pirated is to create an 
atmosphere in which it simply does not 
occur to any major power, 
let alone 
mini power, that these are games which 
nations can safely play. Mr. Henry 
Kissinger once told a friend, a couple of 
years after Mr. Nixon took office, that 
when the North Koreans shot down our 
spy plane over the neutral waters of the 
Sea 
of 
Japan, 
the 
Cabinet 
was 
summoned for a discussion of what to 
do. Mr. Nixon had been in office only a 
few weeks, and decided to temporize 
with North Korea rather than face the 
country with 
a 
split Cabinet. On 
reflection, Mr. Kissinger said, it was 
clear that the North Koreans were 
testing the waters. It is not fantasy to 
say that what happened off Cambodia — 
and everything in between — might have 


been affected by our failure to react 
sharply — conclusively — against North 
Korea in January of 1968. 
The fact of the matter is that little 
countries 
like 
North 
Korea 
and 
Cambodia don’t go about stopping 
Russian ships in the middle of the ocean 
and dragging them in. Well, you say, 
that is because they are natural allies. 
But little countries like Chile, and even 
bigger ones like Brazil, don’t go out 
dredging the waters for Russian ships. It 
is not diplomatically cool to specify 
what happens to countries that try such 
imprudent things. It is better left to 
them to wonder what would happen, to 
know only that something quite dreadful 
would happen, so that the course of 
prudence is to respect the sovereignty of 
other countries. As I say, Cambodia 
wouldn’t have tried it if, over the years, 
our foreign policy had made such 
escapades unthinkable. 
Still, even in an adverse context, 
President Ford behaved admirably.

Today is Memorial Day and our 
thoughts go to a departed friend, 
Captain Boody of the U.S. Army. 
Capt. Boody was our 
commanding 
officer 
during the invasion of 
Sicily. No greater offi­ 
cer did we serve un­ 
der. In civilian life, 
the captain was a 
Greyhound bus driver 
in our home state of 
Minnesota. 
He, like 
many of us, was in the 
war because he had 
been a member of the 
Minnesota 
National 
Guard. 
The invasion of Sicily was a helluva lot 
tougher than the invasion of North 
Africa. It sure was for Capt. Boody. He 
was killed during our landing. 
We were on an LST craft commanded 
by the British Navy. The trip from 
Bizerte, Africa was terribly rough. A 
storm blew up on the Mediterranean 
shortly after we left in convoy from the 
port, heading for Gela, Sicily. The 
waves were extremely high and the flat- 
bottomed LST was never built for that 
type of sea. Everyone was sick. 
As we approached the area of our 
beachhead, all hell broke loose. German 
fighter planes began a vicious attack 
and we were kept busy firing into the 
sky with a 50 caliber antiaircraft 
machinegun. Twenty millimeters were 
also going off and larger guns from 
Navy vessels nearby. It was at this time 
that our Army paratroopers went over 
to fulfill their mission.

people, we have had one cost of living

Furthermore I know of no one who gets 
an annual merit salary increase above 
seven per cent, the average being closer 
to five per cent. In addition, people 
employed by other organizations also 
have to contend with “topping out’’ in a 
pay grade. Teachers are not unique in 
this, although they are unique in that 
their jobs are protected by tenure, 
giving them job security the rest of us 
can only dream about. 


In light of the above, I tend to get 
somewhat 
incensed 
at 
statements 
implying that bargaining for a wage 
increase for teachers should start at the 
annual rate of inflation level. 
In closing, let me state that I fully

You have brought to my attention the Issue as to 
aoollcatlon ol the Deepwater Port Act of 1974 to fixed struc 
tures or artificial Islands subject to the Outer Continental 
Shelf Lands Act of 1953 where those structures are also used 
as shipping points for product. 
I read the term structures 
or artificial Islands employed In the OCSLA as having the 
same meaning as "Installations or other devices", the phrase 
used In the Continental Shelf Convention of 1958. 
Thus, a 
tanker or barge moored permanently adjacent to a production 
platform, for the purpose of receiving product for storage 
pending transfer to shoreslde facilities. Is In my view 
subject. Inter alia, to the OCSLA. 


It Is my opinion that the Deepwater Port Act of 1974 was not 
Intended to apply to the process of shipment of 
an offshore platform subject to the Outer Continental Shelf 
Lands Act. 
It is my opinion that the Deepwater 
was 
Intended to deal with the offshore tl.ans-shipment point and 
that the legislation was necessary simply oecause there was 
no way under the OCSLA to regulate deepwater ports uncon­ 
nected with OCS activities. 
Federal Officials 
have offered opinions 
on the inland location.
